Anatomical Considerations 


The plate-like bones the cranial vault 
consist two compact layers, between 
which lies layer spongy tissue 
diploe, containing red marrow. During 
early life change occurs the diploic 
layer several cranial bones when 
invaded buds mucous membrane 
from the nasal cavity and mastoid an- 
trum. The membranous buds expand, 
displacing the tissue, and causing part 
the bone dissolve, thus forming air 
spaces sinuses.

The Maxillary Sinuses (or Antra 
Highmore) 

The maxillary sinuses (antra High- 
more) are two number situated later- 
ally the nasal cavity within the maxil- 
lary bones. Appearing first the fourth 
month fetal life, the maxillary sinuses 
develop the form hollow pyramid, 
the summit which directed laterally 
the root the zygomatic process, the 
base corresponding the floor the 
orbit.

The Frontal Sinuses 


The position the frontal sinuses 
indicated somewhat the supercillary 
ridges, they lie between the inner and 
outer tables the frontal bone above the 
root the nose, and extend over the 
medial portion the orbits. They are 
usually two number, separated 
thin bony partition septum, but may 
vary from one six, and, rare cases, 
may completely absent. They are sel- 
dom symmetrical, and show great varia- 
tion size, which frequently related 
the sex, they are prevailingly larger 
the male than the female. 
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The Ethmoidal Sinuses 


The ethmoidal sinuses lie within the 
ethmoid bones between the lateral aspect 
the nasal cavities and the orbits, from 
which they are separated thin-walled, 
bony partitions. The ethmoidal cells vary 
greatly size and are classified an- 
terior and posterior groups, the former 
situated the anterior part the nasal 
fossa, the latter occupying that the 
posterior nasal fossa. The ethmoidal 
sinuses are indefinitely formed birth, 
but may demonstrated radiographic- 
ally after the second year. 


The Sphenoidal Sinuses 


The sphenoidal sinuses lie within the 


hollow portion the body the sphenoid 
bone. They are two number, and are 
separated bony septum, but their 
size and cellular pattern may vary widely. 
They may extend into the greater wings 
the sphenoid, into the base the 
occiput. Radiographically the sphenoidal 
sinuses may visualized the fourth 
fifth year, but are not fully developed 
until adult life. 


General 


All the accessory nasal sinuses com- 
municate with the nasal passages 
means small ducts.

Equipment used covered face-rest with 
opening for nose. 


Position—Erect prone. Nose rests 
opening face-rest. Weight head 
borne equally prosthion and glabella. 
Head unit inclined angle 23°. 


Projection Central Ray—The C.R. 
projected the median plane, and per- 
through plane passing through outer 
canthi the eyes. 

Radiograph—This projection demon- 
strates the frontal, anterior ethmoidal, 
and maxillary sinuses. 

The technique used routinely our 
department for frontal 
pitofrontal projection modified head 
ethmoidal sinuses that the 10° occi- 
type indicated cranial measurement. 
The upright position used demon- 
strate any fluid level which may pres- 
ent either the frontal posterior 
ethmoidal sinuses. 


10° Occipitofrontal Projection 

Position—Patient seated, head resting 
against table nose-forehead position 
with radiographic base line arranged per- 
pendicular the film. 


Projection Central Ray—The tube 
angled 10° caudad, the C.R. being pro- 


jected from above the occipital protuber- 
ance through the root the nose. 
Radiograph—This projection will pre- 
sent undistorted view the frontal 
and ethmoidal sinuses free the petrous 
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temporals, well the level any 
which may present. 
adapting this technique the various 
cranial types, the same modifications are 
employed the posteranterior view 
the skull. The tube angulation in- 
creased for the brachycephalic skull, and 
decreased for the dolichocephalic. 

Stereoscopic 
graphs are required, the stereoscopic shift 
should caudad-cephalad. 

More complete information regarding 
the frontal sinuses may obtained 
through radiographs made three posi- 
tions reported Solve Welin, Profes- 
sor Diagnostic Radiology, Caroline 
Hospital, Stockholm, Sweden. His routine 
examination consists five standard 
positions, four which demonstrate the 
frontal sinuses. means his tech- 
nique the head positioned with consist- 
ent use the horizontal beam. 

Position 1—Patient upright, nose-fore- 
head table, table tilted 30° from ver- 
tical head, C.R. directed middle 
nose.

Radiograph—In this view the frontal 
sinuses are shown peripherally and dis- 
tantly, but fluid levels may seen, also 
any fluid levels the sphenoids through 
the open mouth.

Position—Patient seated facing table, 
midsagittal plane head aligned with 
centre line table, weight head 
chin adjusted midline table, palms 
hands placed firmly against table for 
support. Head then adjusted until 
line drawn between point front 
external auditory meatus and the third 
molar tooth (identified means 
tongue depressor) perpendicular the 
table top. 

Projection Central Ray—The C.R. 
projected perpendicular the table top, 
directed the anterior nasal spine. 

Radiograph—The sinuses are 
shown clear the petrous portion the 
temporal bone and the basal structures. 
The maxillary, frontal and ethmoidal 


sinuses may seen this position. 


The sphenoidal sinuses are most pos- 
teriorly situated, and posterior 
ethmoids are just anterior them. 
order demonstrate the extent and 
clarity these sinuses necessary 
project them between the rami the 
mandible superoinferior views, 
superimposed upon each other lateral 
projection. 

For the superoinferior view the head 
most readily positioned vertical head 
Bucky which may inclined the de- 
sired angle (from 25° 35°), that 
line between the glabella and anterior 
nasal spine may maintained perpen- 
dicular the horizontal plane. Should 
this equipment not available, the 
patient may lie prone the radiographic 
table with neck fully extended, head rest- 
ing inferior surface mandible. Tube 
angulation 40° may substi- 
the inclined angle head 
Bucky, the caudad angulation used being 
that with the radiographic base 
line. Should this position prove too dif- 
ficult, the necessary tube angulation 
greater than the inferosuperior 
projection will obviate excessive distor- 
tion the sinuses.

Never attempt chest work un- 
less you have competent help. often 
necessary that three people hold particu- 
larly squirming infant. Even means 
making three four exposures reason- 
able inspiration film must obtained.

examination. hint about exposure 
baby’s chest. Always remember that 
well nourished baby 7-8 months has 
big chest measurement and often requires 
year old.

Bronchograms 


way thinking the whole suc- 
cess bronchogram depends the 
anaesthetist rather than the technician. 
the child well anaesthetised 
problem than chest x-ray. the C.M. 
instill the lipiodol under fluoro- 
scopic control, following this take PA. 
and Obliques and sometimes 
laterals. Remember increase about 
10KV. for all chest work with lipiodol. 


Long Bones 


When doing lower legs infants 
much easier them the pro- 
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jection rather than the all babies 
have certain degree bowing and 
rather difficult straighten the legs with 
the baby lying his back. 

sure take comparative views 
there any question small fracture, 
early disease, joint separation. fact 
never mistake take the extra 
time and trouble make comparative 
views. 

When long bones are requested the 
Children’s Memorial Hospital, have 
the following routine:

Intravenous Pyelogram 


The preparation for I.V.P. mat- 
ter for the attending physician the 
radiologist, but invariably the technician 
gets asked what preparation use. 
older children use licorice powder, 
given bedtime and restrict fluids.

from hunger for hour more before 
the examination; this only increases the 
gas and often makes the pyelogram 
worthless. insure peace after the in- 
jection has been made have had some 
degree success feeding the baby 
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directly following. This produces large 
fluid shadow the stomach, but the 
diodrast well seen through it. After the 
min. film put pressure over the 
abdomen and keep the pressure until 
the Radiologist has seen the min. film. 
always take preliminary K.U.B. 
which the Radiologist sees before proceed- 
ing with the pyelogram. 


Stomach and Duodenum with Barium 


the procedure for the older child 
almost identical with that adults shall 
only mention the method use for 
babies. The bottle fed baby not fed 
for least four hours previous the 
examination. This done for two rea- 
sons, one, insure the stomach being 
empty, and the other—for the technician 
the more important—to insure the baby 
taking the barium. the infant really 
hungry you will have absolutely diffi- 
culty getting him take the barium, 
and flavouring any kind necessary. 
Following the preliminary fluoroscopy, 
after the Radiologist has watched the 
barium flow through the oesophagus, the 
rest the barium may usually given 
with the lights on, and the normal way 
feeding baby. sure burp the 
baby after the feeding, usually means 
the difference between peaceful fluoro- 
scopy and one done with baby howling 
throughout the examination. Try 
make the baby comfortable possible 
during the examination, restraining him 
little possible. You will sur- 
prised how well behaved the unsuspecting 
infant will be. The child who old 
enough drink from glass, but too 
young any reasoning with, can pre- 
sent real problem the most experi- 
enced technician. Again the most import- 
ant thing that the child very hungry 
and thirsty when presents himself for 
examination. have tried the use the 
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various barium mixtures that contain 
special flavouring but have found them 
little use and considerable annoy- 
ance. Straight barium does not stain 
when spilled the uniform baby’s 
shirt, however prepared mixtures often 
stain and the uniform may have 
changed with every problem barium. 
use liberal amount sugar with the 
barium and more than half our exam- 
inations are done with relatively little 
difficulty. 


For pyloric stenosis, and duodenal 
obstruction usually take films every 
hour for three hours, the end which 
the baby may fed, even the examina- 
tion carried for longer time. 
When the diagnosis question 
worms, films are made every half hour 
for the first three hours, then the child 
may eat. 


Enema 


have only two suggestions make 
regarding barium enemas; first, the use 
cellulose cotton the table, soaks 
all the barium and prevents the table 
from turning into swimming pool; sec- 
ond, the use carmen enema tip instead 
the usual rubber tube. These enema 
tips may scare you bit they look too 
large insert into tiny baby’s rectum, 
but don’t afraid, the rectum larger 
than you think. use carmen enema 
tips for all except the newborn. The ad- 
vantage these tips that they 
slip out nearly readily the ordin- 
ary kind. When mixing the barium for 
infant, forget that you are mixing 
enema for baby and make much 
you would for adult. You may have 
give him two three before you win 
the battle. 


This paper was primarily given 
aid positioning child radiography; 
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however, closing there are two things 
that would like mention, not that they 
have anything with positioning but 
they play most important part the 
end result. The first giving small 
child needle, and the other method 
have found very useful for quietening 
the uncontrollable and screaming child. 
Neither these suggestions practical 
for children under three years age. 

tions why child has have 
needle. the time needle being 
magnanimous agree that must 
done order cure his enuresis. 
thinks only the pain going 
suffer the moment. Try prepare the 
injection without the child seeing the 
needle, fact keep him ignorant 
possible what going happen until 
happens. Then make one statement and 
that that the doctor going give 
him small needle and doesn’t move 
only have given one, but 
does, have have one the other 
arm well. Just the needle goes 
tell the child say “ouch” once, and 
more—then trust Heaven that the doc- 
tor hits the vein the first time! Keep him 
busy talking about his family, all children 


love talk about their family. 
preferable that the parents relatives 
remain out the room while injec- 
tion being given; not that bad for 
the child but it’s very bad for the parents. 
There need subject the parents 
ordeal that not necessary, and 
they are often upset the procedure. 
For the doctor, too, often more diffi- 
cult inject the dye with the parents 
looking on. Every once while are 
confronted with child who will not listen 
any form reasoning, even after the 
parents have been sent out the room 
the hope that will help told 
that can’t home until has had 
his picture taken. His screams are 
loud that impossible make your- 
self heard above them. For this type 
child have found that you hold your 
hand over his mouth and tell him that 
you are not going release until 
stops screaming, nine times out ten you 
will win the battle. you have one 
more assistants the room instruct them 
not talk, child will always respond 
better one voice. word caution, 
when you talking the child raise 
your voice appear the least con- 
cerned, but don’t release the pressure until 
has stopped struggling and screaming.

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Some Observations Radiographic Technique 


General Hospital, Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan 


during the past few years has been 

toward the use high K.V.P. with 
corresponding shorter time. spite 
this there are occasions when low voltage 
and longer time produce far better 
film. This true when x-raying through 
plaster casts, when the part can per- 
fectly immobilized, and when certain 
amount contrast desired the 
Then again, technicians 
working the smaller centres have 
produce good films with machines lim- 
ited capacity, and those technicians 
working without the direction the 
radiologist these few remarks are mainly 
directed. 

Anyone operating x-ray machine has 
three important obligations responsi- 
bilities; the medical profession, the 
patient, and himself. You all know 
that the physician appreciates good films; 
the patient while the department your 
responsibility his comfort and care, 
and finally you are aware the dangers 
too much radiation, high tension shock 
burns patient operator. There are 
three physical qualities exposed 
x-ray film: Density, Detail and Contrast. 

Density the general photographic 
appearance the film. 

Detail when the fine bone lines 
markings are plainly seen. (For good de- 
tail check your screens for contact.) 

Contrast the black, grey and the white 
visible the film and enough contrast 
make detail plainly visible desirable. 

Contrast governed the voltage 
used, the cones, the Bucky diaphragm, 
and the developing time. 


trend radiographic technique 
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Two causes poor films are magnifica- 
tion and distortion. Magnification can 
corrected using longer focal-film dis- 
tance and making sure the part 
near the cassette possible. Distortion 
nothing more than poor centering and 
positioning. There are four main factors 
considered when operating the ma- 
chine: TIME, MILLIAMPERAGE, DIS- 
TANCE, VOLTAGE. 


These four factors can changed 
will otherwise juggled with ease. 


The Time Factor 


The intensity the exposure varies 
the time. Double the time and you get 
twice the photographic effect blacken- 
ing the film. 


Milliamperage Tube Current 


The intensity the exposure varies 
the milliamperage the milliamperage 
changed. Double the M.A. and you get 
twice the photographic effect. This means 
that may multiply these two together 
and have milliampere-seconds, bet- 
ter known 


Distance 


For this the well known inverse square 
law effect; that the intensity the 
exposure, other factors remaining equal, 
varies inversely the square the 
anode-film distance. That double the 
distance and you get one-fourth the black- 
ening photographic effect. 


Voltage Penetration Factor 


This the one used most operators 
control density the radiographic

film. This factor causes the electrons 
driven from the cathode towards the 
anode where they are suddenly stopped 
and radiation electro-magnetic waves 
emanate from the focal spot the anode. 

Kilovoltages from are consid- 
ered low medium, and if, when screens 
are used, the K.V. raised 10, twice 
the photographic effect blackening 
shown the exposed film. This does 
not hold true when using the higher kilo- 
voltages. 

Before the perfection screens they 
are to-day the law exposures was that 
the intensity the exposure varied 
directly the square the voltage, 
double the voltage, would result four 
times the photographic blackening 
effect. This was films without screens. 
With present day screens this rule does 
not apply, the reason being that the beam 
many wave lengths—long, medium and 
short. Now you were using k.v., 
which the long wave lengths predominate, 
then doubled the k.v. 60, more shorter 
wave lengths are added. But you were 
using k.v. and then doubled 
the beam would have many more short 
wave lengths and much more penetrat- 
ing. Usually given thickness part 
requires certain K.V.P. result 
satisfactory radiograph. 

One method determine the voltage 
for certain part measure the part 
centimetres, double and add 27.* This 
when using screens. Using screen film 
cardboard holders use the same pro- 
cedure but add 40. Using screen film 
add 31. These formulae are fairly reli- 
able most cases, but course judgment 
must used the condition the 
patient, age, sex, labourer office worker.

Another factor which must taken into 
consideration the Bucky diaphragm. 
Generally speaking film taken with the 
older type Bucky requires times the 
time, add k.v.p. over the non-Bucky 
film. film taken with the Bucky 
inch distance requires about the same 
exposures one taken without 
inches. The worst fault poor film 
motion, the least magnification. Some 
time other have all had occasion 
x-ray patient with severe head injuries 
who cannot co-operate. those you 
using machine limited capacity 
would advise using very little time and 
inch distance. True this film will show 
magnification but all adjacent parts will 
magnified proportion, and said 
before this the least objectionable.

quate training has become more and more difficult. The need more uniform curriculum has 
been recognized for good many years and was, believe, first pointed out the late Mr. Bert 
Welch over five years ago. Since that time much work has been done, but the fact that are 
scattered has made our work very difficult and some respects unsatisfactory that would 
have liked have strong committee technicians, radiologists and probably also physicists 
and teachers sitting joint prolonged sessions. This has seemed well nigh impossible the 
present time. have done much could with those available, using the British 
Teachers’ Syllabus guide. 

Even when have the new curriculum the problem securing adequate training for techni- 
cians will not solved. Improved teaching facilities are established many places but much 
remains done. must have well organized teaching competent teachers such now 
well established for nurses. owe our technicians and helping them become better 
technicians are helping ourselves improve our own work. PETRIE, M.D.
